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in combination with all other limitations as recited in claim 3.

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed CHIP having the 
limitations: 

— " an array of hexagonal cells; a plurality of interconnects including a plurality of Y's, 
each of the Y's respectively connecting the cells in clusters of three cells each, wherein the cells 
within the clusters are interconnected; wherein each of the array of hexagonal cells includes a 
terminal for connecting to another cell; "- 

in combination with all other limitations as recited in claim 24.
